JD 3 million sought 
to restore A1 Aqsa 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Ministry 
of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs has 
submitted a request to the gov- 
ernment to make available a JD 3 
million fond as soon as possible to 
-carry out restoration of A1 Aqsa 
Mosque in Jerusalem which' was 
damaged during the cr imin al att- 
ack by an Israeli soldier on April 
12 . 

The ministry memorandum said 
that most of the fund should be 
basically raised by the Islamic bod- 
ies in the Arab World and that 
additional allocations should be 
made to strengthen guard security 
at the mosque's gates. 

The ministry announced Wed- 
nesday the receipt of JD 15,000 as 
a contribution by the sharia cou- 


rts in Qatar to the reconstruction 
of Islamic sites in the Israeli- 
occupied Arab territories. 

Minister of Awqaf and Islamic 
Affairs Kamel AJ Sharif had sent 
messages to Islamic organisations 
urging them to contribute gen- 
erously towards the restoration 
and reconstruction of Islamic ins- 
titutions which sustain damage 
and sabotage activity by the Isr- 
aelis. 

The ministry has also ann- 
ounced two annual scholarships to 
students from the occupied Gaza 
Strip to study at AJ Da'wa Islamic 
College in Jerusalem and the Uni- 
versity of Jordan's Sharia Col- 
lege. Candidates, it said, should 
fulfil the req uiremen ts of both col- 
leges. 


Syria urges Israel’s 
expulsion from U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
— Syria has caDed* for Israers 
expulsion from the U.N. shortly 
after the United States vetoed a 
Security Council resolution hpP- 
licifiy blaming Israel for the April . 
H attack on AI Aqsa Mosque. 

Shortly after the council vote, 
the 157-nation General Assembly 
resumed an emergency special 
session on Palestine that was: adj- 
ourned m July 1980 but rea- 
ctivated following a recent rec- 
ommendation of the non-aligned 
group of states. 

■ Syrian Deputy Prime Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam said the . 
assembly had “no choice but to 
adopt a resolution” revoking a 
decision it. took Jn 1949 to admit 
Israel to the world .organisation. 

“The adoption of such a res- 
olution would restore confidence . 
in the international organisation. 


consolidate international leg- 
itimacy. and would nor permit 
using the universality of this org- 
anisation as a cover for aggression, 
oppression and injustice.” he 
added. 

Meanwhile, a State Department 
statement defended the U.S. veto. 
It said: 

“We opposed the draft res- 
olution in the Security Council 
because it contained language 
implying that part of the res- 
ponsibility for the incident lay 
with the Israeli authorities, whe- 
reas all available evidence shows 
that it was the solitary act of an 
individual. The draft resolution 
also implied that Israel in some 
unspecified way had fundered-the 
Higher Islamic Council in Jer- 
usalem from carrying out its duties 
in its administration of the holy 
places. 


Cries go up in Tehran 
for Qotbzadeh’s blood 


LONDON (R) — Thousands of 
Iranians took to the streets Wed- 
nesday to call for the execution of 
former Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh as a new campaign 
appeared to be gearing up to 
quash clerical opposition to Aya- 
tollah RuhoD&h Khomeini 

Tehran Radio said mass dem- 
onstrations took place throughout 
the country to denounce Mr. Qot- 
bzadeh, 46, who. is facing a death 
sentence for his part in an alleged 
plot to overthrow the 82-year-old 
revolutionary leader. 

Residents in the capital said the 
demonstrators also reviled the 
country’s second-ranking rel- 
igious leader. Ayatollah Kazem 
Shariat-Madari, 32. as pro- 
American and unworthy of his 
place in Iran's Shfite Muslim hie- 
rarchy. 

The government -sponsored 
campaign against Ayatollah 
Shanat-Madari, a focus of opp- 
osition, has peaked since Mr. 


Qotbzadeh implicated him in the 
alleged plot during a televised int- 
errogation broadcast two nights 
ago. 

Iranian sources noted the unp- 
recedented attacks on such a sen- 
ior clergyman came in the run-up 
to scheduled elections for an ass- 
embly of experts to choose a suc- 
cessor to Ayatollah Khomeini 
whose health is the subject of 
constant speculation in Tehran. . 

Elections for the assembly of 
experts were due to take place by 
the end of this month, but no date 
is known to have been set. 

Tran tan sources said the aut- 
horities' task in choosing the ass- 
embly of experts would be easier if 
top religious figures were silenced 
before the elections. 

Several opposition groups have 
indicated Ayatollah Shariat- 
Madari as their choice to fill the 
constitutional position of religious 
leader currently occupied by Aya- 
tollah Khomeini 


Weinberger says Soviets 
have better nuclear arms 


NEW YORK (R)— Defence Sec- 
retary Caspar Weinberger has said 
the Soviet Union had better nuc- 
lear weapons than the U.S. and 
Kremlin leaders were beginning to 
think they could win an atomic 
war. 

At a press conference Tuesday,, 
before making a defence speech to 
the council on foreign relations, he 
said the U.S. must rearm on a mas- 
sive scale because “no one knows 
how much time we have.” 

He rejected increasing calls 
from prominent Republicans and 
Democrats that the S258 billion 
defence budget be scaled down 
.because of domestic economic dif- 
ficulties. 

“This is a dangerous decade and 
delay is too dangerous. We have 
no more time to lose," he said, 
outlining what he termed Soviet 
superi o rit y in nuclear and con- 
ventional forces. 

He said the Soviet Union, which 
be called the only imperialist 
power on earth, was now in the 
frfth generation of nuclear missile 
production and their missiles had 
“a hi gher degree of accuracy than 
ours.” 


He also said: “We have a great 
deal of evidence that the Soviets 
are increasingly coming to believe 
that a nuclear war is winnable. 
This is a new factor." 

He' cited the Soviet Union’s 
major civil defence effort, har- 
dening of missile silos and ext- 
ensive nuclear warhead pro- 
duction, which he said had out- 
stripped the United States. 

Last week Mr. Weinberger said 
Moscow had a missile that was 
significantly more accurate than 
any in the U.S. arsenal. 

In his speech, he said the Soviet 
Union had improved the accuracy, 
yield, range and variety of its nuc- 
lear weapons to reach the“margm 
of superiority” which President 
Reagan said they now possessed. 

He said U.S. military strength 
had faltered m the 1970s and 
added: “This worsening trend has 
now resulted in a margin of sup- 
eriority in many categories of Sov- 
iet strategic nuclear, theatre nuc- 
lear and conventional forces.” 

He said the Soviet Union “now 
has the power and reach to cha- 
llenge our interests almost any- 
where in the world." 


Pym shifts 
words on 
Falklands 


LONDON (R) — Britain's For- 
eign Secretary Francis Pym Wed- 
nesday ruled out the use of force 
to regain the Falkland Islands 
while negotiations continue for a 
peaceful settlement but then ret- 
racted his statement. 

Mr. Pym. who flies to Was- 
hington Thursday to see U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig 
and present British counter- 
proposals to Argentina's peace 
plan, first told parliament he 
would exclude the possibility of 
military action “as long as neg- 
otiations are in play.” 

Fifteen minutes later, he hur- 
ried back into parliament saying 
he may have given the wrong imp- 
ression and asserting that the use 
of force "could not at any stage be 
ruled out.” 

Parliamentary observers said 
his prompt retraction was most 
embarrassing for the new foreign 
secretary, who took over just 16 
days ago when Lord Carrington 
resigned, accepting blame for the 
Falklands crisis. 

Mr. Pym’s first statement cau- 
sed a flutter in the financial mar- 
kets. The value of sterling went up 
and gold prices dropped tem- 
porarily on raised hopes that a war 
would be averted. 

By retracting his statement. Mr. 
Pym clearly left open the pos- 
sibility that Britain's big naval task 
force now approaching the Fal- 
klands could go into action while 
negotiations are proceeding for a 
diplomatic solution. (Related story 
on page 8) 

Argentina 

softens 

attitude 

BUENOS AIRES (R) — Arg- 
entina’s ruling military junta has 
begun a campaign to reassure the 
public that a transitional period of 
joint British and Argentine adm- 
inistration in the disputed Fal- 
kland (Malvinas) Islands would 
not damage the country’s claim to 
full sovereignty over the arc- 
hipelago. 

The junta issued a communique 
confirming that Argentina was 
ready to accept a transitional per- 
iod in the government of the Fal- 
klands while negotiations took 
place on its future. 

This was a change from Arg- 
entina's earlier hardline stance 
that British recognition of Arg- 
entine sovereignty over the des- 
olate and sparsely populated arc- 
hipelago was a precondition for 
negotiations on a peaceful set- 
tlement of the Falklands dispute. 

Nevertheless the communique 
stated that after the transitional 
period expired “the only possible 
outcome will be the full exercise of 
our sovereignty." 


Koreas report 
border fighting 

SEOUL (R) — North and South 
Korean troops fought a four-hour 
gun battle across the demilitarised 
zone dividing the two Koreas 
Wednesday, the defence ministry 
said. 

The ministry said the shooting 
began after four North Korean 
troops were killed or wounded in a 
mine explosion while apparently 
frying to cross to the south. 

It accused the North Koreans of 
opening fire first and pumping 
more than 800 rounds of aut- 
omatic fire at southern posts in the 
zone. South Korean soldiers ret- 
urned the fire, the ministry added. 

The exchange, the first along 
the zone this year, caused no cas- 
ualties on the southern side, the 
ministry said. Shooting erupted 
across the zone seven times last 
year. 

Radio Pyongyang, monitored’ 
by the Korea News Service in 
Tokyo, said South Korean soldiers 
shot and killed or wounded North 
Korean patrolmen in the dem- 
ilitarised zone early this morning. 

The official North Korean radio 
accused the South Korean army of 
staging a grave military pro- 
vocation against the patrol squad 
while it was making a routine pat- 
rol mission inside the zone. 


2 Syrian, 1 Israeli jets hit in dogfight 


Israel, violating Lebanon truce, 
attacks Palestinians at Damour 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Israeli 
warplanes launched a barrage of 
raids on Palestinian targets south 
of Beirut Wednesday, only four 
days before Israel hands back the 
Last slice of Sinai to Egypt under 
the Camp David peace accords. 

First reports from Lebanese 
security sources said at least 19 
people were killed as the Israelis 
launched wave after wave of bom- 
bing runs around Damour. about * 
15 kilometres south of here. 

Syrian fighters, apparently com- 
ing from Syria itself, scrambled 10 
meer the attack. 

Security sources said two Syrian 
planes were shot down and a Syr- 
ian military statement said an Isr- 
aeli aircraft was also hit. although 
the Israelis claimed all their planes 
returned safely. 

The Israeli strike was the first 
since a ceasefire last July halted 


Israeli-Palestinian hostilities in 
Lebanon after two weeks of heavy 
fighting which resulted after Isr- 
aeli jets bombed Palestinian ref- 
ugee camps, killing more than 100 
people. 

The Lebanese cabinet con- 
verted a routine meeting into a cri- 
sis session as reports of the raid 
came in. and it sent an urgent 
complaint to ihe United Nations 
Security Council, cabinet sources 
said. 

U.N. Secretary- General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar expressed deep 
concern and appealed for an imm- 
ediate halt to ail hostile acts. 

In a statement issued through a 
spokesman, he also urged all par- 
ties to exercise the maximum res- 
traint “so that the cease-fire, 
which has generally held since July 
1981, can be fully restored and 
maintained.” 


The Israeli raid was con- 
centrated around Damour. and 
Naameh. a neighbouring ind- 
ustrial area, and Ain Mazboud 
further inland, were also reported 
to have been hit. 

Witnesses in Damour said bui- 
ldings in the already semi- 
devastated town were hit and they 
reported a number of car acc- 
idents as drivers on the main coa- 
stal highway rushed for safety. 
The bombing started several fires. 

Initial reports that Palestinian 
refugee camps on the southern 
outskirts of Beirut were also bom- 
bed were denied by Palestinian 
sources and appeared to stem 
from confusion amid the scream of 
jets and thud of anti-aircraft fire. 

But the village of Aramoun, 
'near Beirut International Airport 
just south of Beirut, was reliably 
reported hit. The airport closed as 


soon as the attack began and inc- 
oming flights were turned away. 

There was pandemonium in 
Beirut as jets, apparently those 
which had just carried out the 
bombing, roared low over the city 
attracting anti-aircraft Are. 

In Damascus, a Syrian military 
statement said Syrian auti-aircraft 
units in Lebanon and jir force 
planes went into action, it >aid one 
Israeli and two Svrian planes were 
hit. 

Lebanese security sources huid 
one Syrian plane was shot down in 
the Kesrouan district, northeast of 
Beirut, and the other in the Bck.iu 
Valley, east Lebanon.

EEC to 
extend 
$63m 
loans to 
Jordan

AMMAN — The European Eco- 
nomic Community (EEC) will 
extend to Jordan loans and ass- 
istance amounting to $63 million 
during Jordan's present five-year 
development plan (1981-1985), 
according to Mr. Maurice Foley, 
the EEC's deputy director- 
general for development. 

Mr. Foley 'addressing a press 
oonference here Wednesday, ref- 
erred to the EECs support for the 
rights of the Palestinian people to 
self-determination in their hom- 
eland. 

He said that it is necessary for 
the Palestinians to establish their 
own state and achieve political 
independence. 

Out of the $63 million aid, $27 
million will be allocated for ind- 
ustrial projects that will be est- 
ablished in Jordan in cooperation 
with the Industrial Development 
Bank, Mr. Foley said. 

In his talks with Jordanian gov- 
ernment officials, Mr. Foley said 
priorities, as set out in the dev- 
elopment plan were given prime 
consideration. 

The Jordanian delegation gave 
a resume to the priorities inc- 
orporated in the plan with par- 
ticular emphasis on agriculture, 
infrastructure, small medium-' 
scale industry, manpower dev- 
elopment, sewerage facilities, 
water and energy. It was also 
noted that the plan emphasises 
social development and meeting 
basic human needs. 

There was a general agreement 
in the discussions that the EECs 
programme for the next five years 
would concentrate on certain pri- 
orities within the plan context, Mr.

TEL AVTV (Agencies) — Israel 
gave final approval Wednesday 
for the handover of Sinai to Egypt 
on Sunday and ordered its troops 
to evict thousands of Jewish ext- 
remists trying to stop the ope- 
ration. 

Last-minute doubts about the 
handover were cleared when a 
special cabinet meeting 'decided 
unanimously to complete the Sinai 
withdrawal on schedule. 

An official statement said the 
government had received ass- 
urances it was seeking from Egypt 
and the United States and called 
on Israelis to pull out peacefully. 

The desert territory, occupied 
by Israel in the 1967 Middle East 
war. has already been evacuated 
by most Jewish settlers and sol- 
diers.. 

But an estimated 2,000 ext- 
remists, who are disputing the 
amount of compensation offered 
by the government, were vowing 
to stage a last stand against the 
withdrawal in the north Sinai tow- 


nship of Yarait. 

Extra troops have moved in and 
their commander voiced fears that 
the eviction operation could be 
violent. 

Meanwhile in Cairo, the gov- 
ernment said Israel's decision to 
withdraw its forces from the Sinai 
peninsula on April 25 as sch- 
eduled had “ushered in’ a new 
phase of developed relations bet- 
ween the two countries." 

The Israeli decision became 
known minutes after a two-hour" 
meeting between Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak and his top 
foreign policy advisers to consider 
last-minute problems com- 
plicating the withdrawal. 

An Egyptian foreign ministry 
source said that Egypt, in letters to 
Israeli Prime Minister Menacbem 
Begin, had reiterated pledges of 
full commitment to the Camp 
David accords as the only fra- 
mework for peace. 

The Egyptian assurances, which 
included a pledge to continue 
negotiations for Palestinian “aut- 
onomy" in the occupied West 


Bank and the Gaza Strip, had sat- 
isfied Israeli demands, the source 
said. 

Meanwhile, an information 
ministry spokesman said Pre- 4 
sident Mubarak had cancelled 
plans to attend a ceremony in 
Sinai marking the Israeli "wit- 
hdrawal. 

He gave no reason for the cha- 
nge but said two governors from 
Sinai would attend the flag- 
hoisting ceremony. 

President MuJ^arjdLs~-4t»feigi> 
policy adviser, Osama AI Baz. told 
reporters after Wednesday's mee- 
ting that differences still existed 
between Egypt and Israel over the 
controversial coastal Strip of Taba 
in the Gulf of Aqaba.

Malaysian 
poll today 

■ KUALA LUMPUR (R) — Six 
million Malaysians vote in par- 
liamentary and state elections 
Thursday and the ruling National 
Front seems certain to win. 

Prime Minister Datuk Seri 
Mahathir Mohammad is confident 
the 1 1 -parly front can improve on 
its total of 133 out of 154 seats in. 
the parliament dissolved last 
month. 

Dr. Mahathir, whose mul- 
tiracial coalition has held power 
since independence 25 years ago. 
wants a strong mandate for the 
reformist policies begun when he 
took office nine months ago. 

His campaign platform has been 
clean, effective and trustworthy 
government. Dr, Mahathir. 56. 
has also stressed the front's com- 
mitment to Islam and to the new 
economic policy aimed at giving 
Malays more economic power. 

The National Front includes the 
country’s largest Malay, Chinese 
and Indian parties. It has already' 
picked up 12 uncontested par- 
liamentary seats and IS seats in 
the state assemblies. 

Dr. Mahathir’s main challenge 
comes from the Chinese-based 
Democratic Action Party (DAP) 
and the fundamentalist Islamic 
Party (PAS). 

Both DAP and PAS have cri- 
ticised the government's con- 
tinued ban on public rallies and its 
control or ownership of the media, 
which they say has hurt their cha- 
nces. 

■ The leftist DAP has been pus- 
hed on the defensive by Dr. Mah- 
athir’s attack on corruption and 
the large-scale release of political 
detainees. 

DAP will benefit from Chinese 
discontent over recent changes in 
national education policy. 


Bombs kill 2 in Ulster 

BELFAST (R) — Two men died and several people were injured 
when Irish nationalist guerrillas planted bombs in seven Northern 
Ireland towns Tuesday, police said. 

The biggest blast was in the small town of Magherafelt near Lon- 
donderry where a massive car bomb exploded just as police were 
clearing the main square after a warning rip-off. 

A 32-year-old passer-by was killed and police later discovered the 
body of another man seated in a parked car that was buried beneath 
debris. 

Officials said a policeman was injured in Londonderry where 
youths pelted security forces with stones and petrol bombs. 

Troops fired plastic bullets during more street violence in Lon- 
donderry during the night. Groups of youths pelted security forces 
with stones and petrol bombs and a policeman was injured, officials 
said. 

Other bombs exploded in Londonderry. Belfast. Be Hymen a, Bee- 
sbrook, Strabane and Armagh. A policeman and several civilians 
were injured, mostly by flying glass and debris. 

Officials said the bombs were planted to mark the anniversary of 
the death of guerrilla hunger strikers in jail last year. 

The trouble in Londonderry, Northern Ireland's second dry, fol- 
lowed the death on Sunday of an 11 -year-old boy, alleged by local 
residents to have been hit on the bead by a plastic bullet fired by . 
security forces. 


Salvador political bargaining intensifies 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Leadersof EI Salvador’s 
centrist and rightist parties have intensified neg- 
otiations to hammer out by the weekend a power- 
sharing arrangement in a new government to be 
appointed by a constituent assembly, political sou- 
rces said. • 

Meeting all day Tuesday, representatives of the 
U.S.-backed Chnstian Democrats and two right- 
wing parties discussed the allotment of executive 
posts in the new government, the sources said. 

“The negotiations are very intense,” Francisco 
Jose Guerrero, a leader of the conservative Nat- 
ional Conciliation Party (PCN) told a reporter dur- 
ing a midday break. He said the aim of his party 
together with the centrist Christian Democrats and 
the ultra-right National Republican Alliance 
(Arena) was to reach an agreement, if possible, by 
the weekend. 

In Washington, the U.S. administration in tes- 
timony before the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee offered to assist in negotiations to bring 
some of El Salvador’s insurgent groups into the 
political process. 


The Christian Democrats in the March 28 ass- 
embly poll captured the largest single bloc of votes, 
winning 24 of the 60 assembly seats. 

But they were outpolied by the PCN and Arena, 
which took 33 seats, enough to give them a com- 
bined control over the assembly. 

Arena and PCN officials, joined by leaders of. 
tiny right-wing parties, which took the remaining - 
seats, say their assembly dominance entities them 
to freeze out the Christian Democrats from all the 
government's top posts, including most of the min - 
istries. 

But the Christian Democrats are pressing for a 
share in the new government equal to their rep- 
resentation in the assembly. 

The new executive government will replace a 
Christian Democrat-mfliiaiy junta ruling the cou- 
ntry since 1980, during which time it instituted 
U.S.-backed agrarian and nationalisation reforms 
to undercut support for leftist guerrillas.

AMMAN — Jerash, the ancient 
Roman city, came to a new life 
with a special festival last October. 
The idea of holding a festival was 
- proposed by Her Majesty Queen 
Noor during Yarmouk Uni- 
versity’s graduation ceremony of 
‘ 1980. Gradually, the idea gained 
momentum at the university, and 
a festival took place between Oct. 
21-23 under the patronage of thej 
Queen herself. i 

This year however, it was dec- 
ided that the Jerash Festival will 
be held on an annual basis in the 
country. It was also decided that it 
was too much for Yarmouk Uni- 
versity alone to be in charge of it 
.alL Therefore different org- 
anisations all over the country 
(Would be joining forces this year 
!to produce the festival. 

The Queen has accepted to 
chair the festival s higher com- 
mittee. and it was decided that Dr. 
Mazen Armouti, assistant pro- 
fessor and director of Journalism 
and Mass Communication Dep- 
artment at Yarmouk University, ■ 
would be the festivaTs director, j 
The festival will be held on Aug.' 
12, the day following the King 
Hussein's accession, and will go on ’ 
until Aug. 20. 

“This year the festival will not 
be like last year’s,” Dr. Armouti' 
told the Jordan Times. “The 1981 
Jerash Festival was a learning) 
experience.*' 

Dr. Armouti talked about the! 

. many things that need to be imp - 1 
roved. He said “the lighting sys-‘ 
tem last year was very successful,, 
but as the festival this year is goingi 
to take place mainly in the eve- 
nings and at night, we have to raise, 
the level of lighting everywhere .” 1 

Restaurants in Jerash were nod 
enough last year to cater for the! 
huge number of people who att- 
ended (about 100,000). This year v 
however we are thinking of bui- 


lding prefab restaurants, Dr.' 
Armouti said. 

More lavatories will be int- 
roduced, as well as a running 
water system, more entrance 
gates, and microphones for plays, 
something which did not exist last 
year. As for tickets Dr. Armouti 
said last year, tickets were a big 
problem that came unexpected. 
“Each person in the festival had 
an entrance ticket, and with this 
: ticket he or she could go into any 
kind of activity taking place any- 
where and anytime. This caused 
great chaos especially in closed 
theatres where concerts and plays 
which needed silence and a good 
deal of concentration were in pro- 
gress.” This year however the ent- 
rance tickets will be different for 
different activities. 

Transportation also was a pro- 
blem going back to the une- 
xpectedly high attendance; first, 
class transportation is being org- 
anized for this year and the road 
from Amman to Jerash is being, 
maintained. 

Ushers who were about 150 last 
year — all Yarmouk University 
students of course — are going to 
be double if not treble that num- 
ber and there will be shift rot- 
ations. The communication sys- 
tem between the organisers in the 
festival also will be unproved by 
bringing in more telephones and 
maybe walkie-talkies. 

In the first meeting of the exe- 
cutive committee for the Jerash 
Festival the following proposals 
were approved. 

— The celebrations will start with 
children’s shows, plays, some 
crafts, ait exhibitions and movies. 

— Fireworks will start at 7:30 
pjn. to start off with the official 
programme.

In her speech, Mrs. Mufti ref- 
erred to migration from rural to 
urban regions in search of better 
public services and also to Israel’s 
forcible eviction of the Arab inh- 
abitants from the occupied Arab 
territories who eventually come to 
the East Bank of Jordan to settle. 


She blamed forced emigration 
for many of Jordan's social pro- 
blems. most important of which is 
juvenile delinquency and the pro- 
liferation of crimes. 

Mrs. Mufti said that through the 
efforts of her ministry, and jn coo- 
peration with the Ministry of Jus- 
tice, three juvenile courts have 
been opened in Amman. Irbid and 
Zarqa to deal with juvenile del- 
inquents in an atmosphere that is ! 
free from intimidation or fear. A 1 
new draft juvenile law has been 
formulated through close coo- 
peration of both ministries, she. 
added. ’ " 

The first action by the Ministry 
of Social Development was to 
separate juvenile delinquents 
from adult criminals and has est- 
ablished several juvenile reh- 
abilitation centres, Mrs. Mufti 

said. 

She added that these centres are 
continuously developing their 
programmes by introducing voc- 
ational training as well as cultural 
social and scientific activities .

AMMAN — Participants in a six-session interdisciplinary water 
seminar, which began on Feb. 1 0, at the University of Jordan met for 
. the last time on Wednesday morning to discuss future training of 
water and sewage experts in Jordan and to formulate their rec- 
ommendations. 

Wednesday s session was chaired by Dr. Boulos Kifayah of the 
National Planning Council (NPC) and attended by some 30 Uni- 
versity of Jordan faculty members and water specialists from the 
Royal Scientific Society (RSS) and the Amman Water and Sewage 
Authority (AWSA). 

Dr. Ghaleb Odat from AWSA gave a brief report on AWSA's 
training programme for water and sewage technicians, which began 
on a trial basis one and a half years ago" Dr. Odat and Dr. Kifavah 
expressed their hope that the AWSA centre would eventually offer 
training to water and sewage technicians throughout Jordan and 
would help to alleviate the brain-drain of Jordanian experts and 
technicians to the Gulf. Dr. Kifayah explained that if the centre 
would ultimately be able to train Gulf nationals in agreement with 
the Gulf countries themselves, then these countries would relv less 
heavily on Jordanians to work in the Gulf and a point of saturation 
would ultimately be reached. 

Dr. Odat regretted that the AWSA training centre is not fun- 
ctioning as it ought to at present due to problems in designing 
appropriate training courses and the centre itself. He expected that 
when the centre became fully operational, most of the teaching and 
training would be done by AWSA experts themselves, while experts 
from NRA and WSC and other institutions would step in to provide 
instruction in their own fields. 

Dr. Kifayah pointed out that plans were going apace for the 
establishment of a satisfactory training programme at the AWSA 
centre. A USAID team had recently submitted a draft training

offer services and consultation in all scientific, educational, social and 
technical fields was established at the end of Februarv . The centre's 
board of directors comprises seven members and a chairman, app- 
ointed by the president of the University of Jordan. 

The centre's chairman Dr. Kamel Abu Jaber said that the centre's 
main objective was to offer training, management and other essential 
consultancy skills to anyone requiring them on the Jordanian market. 
Speaking at the last session of the interdisciplinary w ater seminar at 
the University of Jordan on Wednesday. Dr. Abu Jaber said that the 
centre had been established with a view to drawing on the talent, 
training and expertise of the 500 professors and faculty members at 
the university in all fields and disciplines and marketing them in 
practical fields necessary in society. The University’s research and 
Consultation Centre would “act as a link between the talents and 
expertise of faculty members and society at large." he said. 

The centre’s scope of activity will include the humanities, the pure 
sciences, business and economics. Shari" ah. medicine, agriculture, 
education, engineering and technology. Research to develop activity' 
in these fields will be carried out at the centre and technical con- 
sultation will be offered to all institutions which request it. Dr. Abu 
Jaber pointed out that experts will be sent our from the centre to 
client organisations for consultancy purposes. The cenrre will also 
prepare architectural engineering and mechanical engineering des- 
igns for client organisations. Feasibility studies and consultancy ser- 
vices for public and private sector corporations also will be offered. 

• he said. The centre will also work to develop curricula in schools, and 
institutes of intermediate and higher education: as well as organising 
conferences and seminars in scientific and technical fields as the need 



programme at the request of the NPC. he said. 

Dr. Hani Shak'ah from the RSS Waste Water Treatment Centre 
also reported on the centre's work since its establishment in l^?t». 
Studies carried out in conjunction with AWSA had shown that the 
Zarqa River waters were highly polluted with organic and inorganic 
wastes, he said. 

.Another three-year RSS project to study pollution in the King 
Tala! Dam and its catchment had begun one and a half years ago in 
conjunction with WSC and the University of Jordan, he said. He 
indicated that another RSS programme to study and survey all pos- 
sibly hazardous materials being imported to Jordan was being con- 
ducted. This programme would concentrate on finding out about the 
importation of toxic materials already banned in other countries, but 
still being imported imo Jordan by some industries due to the abs- 
ence of official control. 

Dr. Gerd Forch from the University of Jordan's Engineering and 
Technology Faculty then summed up (he seminars work and sug- 
gested some recommendations to be taken up by various official 
water and sewage institutions in the country. 

Dr. Forch. who cnchaired the entire seminar along with Dr. Elias 
Salamehof the Science Faculty, recommended the establishment of a 
comprehensive research and study centre at the University of Jordan 
in the field of water resources and environment. Such a centre, he 
said, would serve to coordinate the individual research of individuals 
from both the University and other institutions such as the RSS. 
AWSA. JVA and WSC. The centre would also initiate research 
projects, conduct interdisciplinary research and maintain the coo- 
peration established in the seminar between water scientists in the 
University and RSS on the one hand and practitioners in AWSA. 
WSC and JVA on the other, he said. He also recommended that such 
a centre should organise courses to update the knowledge of water 
expens and design courses to train technicians. 

Services and Studies Centre 

for them arises and at the request of client organisations. 

The centre will commission university faculties and other emp- 
loyees whom it may hire to cany out studies and research in return 
for a fee to be agreed upon. The centre will in return charge client 
organisations a fee for us services. University t acuities and staff are 
now prohibited from offering technical and consultancy service on an 
individual basis except through the recently established centre. 

Referring to some of the problems faced by this “fast growing 
infant organisation". Dr. Abu Jaber said that gaining the confidence 
of the public and building it up to a point where luge private and 
government institutions would consult it. are aims yet to he achieved 
Another problem was introducing flexibility into some of the Uni- 
versity's bye-laws, which sometimes restrict fulfilment of the centre's 
commercial needs. 

The centre so far has three main departments. Dr. Abu Jaber said. 
The first is an engineering department with design, supervision and a 
major projects branch. The department boasted 15 specialised eng- 
ineers and it was hoped that it would soon begin the design of a 
. project for the Arab Bank. Dr. Abu Jaber said. 

A second "catch-all" department called studies and research had 
been established for conducting commercial feasibility studies and 
administrative, social, economic and other studies. Dr. Abu Jaber 
■said- He hoped that this department would eventually branch out 
into more specialised smaller departments. 

A third department, which still had only one employee in training, 
had been established to offer managerial training. Dr. Abu Jaber 
' said. There was a large gap between corporation leaderships and 
junior employees in Arab corporations, he said.

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Cycle of violence 


THE SPECTACLE of the United States vetoing one Sec- 
urity Council resolution after another is a depressing one, 
given the recent desire of the international community to 
come to grips with the full force of the 15-year-old Israeli 
occupation of the West Bank and Gaza. The American 
U.N. delegate, the inimitable Mrs. Jeane Kirkpatrick, said 
she vetoed the resolution condemning the recent attack' 
against the AJ Aqsa mosque compound because, in her 
words, “this resolution would, in our view, make new acts 
of violence more, not less, likely to take place in the fut- 
ure." 

As always, Mrs. Kirkpatrick's logic is convoluted, and in 
cosmic proportions. She added that the resolution would 
serve no constructive purpose. What, one asks of Mrs. 
Kirkpatrick and her colleagues in the business of int- 
ellectual regression, is a constructive act? The continued 
hand-folding of the United States in the face of Israel's 
recent series of obnoxious acts against the Palestinians in 
the occupied territories? The inability of the United States 
to put itself openly on the record as being against the Israeli 
performance in the occupied territories is seen in the Arab 
World as further confirmation of the powerful control that 
Israel exercises over American policy in the Middle East. 
The role of the United States as the guardian of Israeli 
interests above all other people's interests in the Middle 
East is manifest once again this week. That, to us, serves no 
constructive purpose, and is certain to lead to more acts of 
violence in the future.

Mubarak’s economic challenges 


The countdown to April 25 has began. This is the ,w eek when we 
expect to witness the withdrawal of Israeli soldiers - disguised to 
forigire or in the civilian clothes of a settler - from the Sinai 
Peninsula. Whether the Israelis will actually withdraw or not is a 
question which awaits an answer until the morning of April 26th 

From this minute on, the Israeli propaganda forces have begun a 
sympathy campaign- Kahane “heroically’ 4 - since he is risking a 
Jail sentence — arrived from the U.S. in Israel to talk some settlers 
out of their threat of suicide. 

We shall see many films and reports showing the frontiersmen 
being pulled into police vans. The whole world is expected to shed 
tears over those quitting Sinai. 

Naturally the show is supposed to reveal what a sacrifice Israel is 
willing to make for peace. Israel attempts to compete with Egypt's 
reputation as a hero of peace, and to take the chance of discrediting 
Egypt, in general and President Mubarak in particular. Israeli 
stratagem is to show that Israel loves place, and that it is a great 
sacrifice to surrender any more land. 

If President Mubarak were to take any further step to dimini s h 
the distance separating him from some Arab countries, he would 
be accused of exchanging peace for petrodollars. The already 
defamed Arab wealth would even more facilitate for those who 
wish to smudge his reputation. Furthermore, President Mubarak, 
press Israel to take more decisive steps to implement Resolution 
242, the Israelis and their sympathisers would automatically to 
accuse him of not being a man of peace. To demonstrate the truth in 
yndi an accusation, they would magnify and twist his intentions of 
bridging the gap to other Arab countries. 

The question that comes to min d is why President Mubarak 
would take positive steps towards m e n d in g his relations with 
Arabs. The answer is based on several factors, most important of 
which are: 


1. From the beginning of his presidency, Mubarak paid special 
attention to the economic situation in Egypt- To him, an open 
economic policy harmed the industrial base of Egypt and distorted 
the already skewed distribution. Sadat's policy had not proved to 
be correct. 

President Mubarak knows that had it not been for employment 
opportunities awarded to Egyptians in other Arab countries, 
Egypt's unemployment rate would have been of staggering pro- 
portions. Hie also needs Arab money and investments to bridge the 
deficits in his balance of payments and to help him pay for arms 
and bread for the people. 

2. The non-Aab aid which has come to Egypt since the Camp 
David agreements is today inadequate to meet Egypt's needs, and it 
is unlikely that it will be adequate in the future. 

3. Egypt needs Arab markets to core its affing industries. If 
Arabs buy from almost everywhere, Why not buy from Egypt? 

4. The next steps needed in order to achieve a wider and more 
stable peace in the area call for investment of other Arabs. 

5. There seems to be a gradual categorisation of Arab countries, 
moderates and Egypt can benefit firom a closer cooperation. 

The Israelis and their friends most realise that Egypt's pro- 
blems, whether political or economic cannot be solved soley by the 
withdrawal of Israel from Sinai. If they cannot help Egypt in its 
economic plight and out of its seclusion they cannot deny her the 
right to seek help elsewhere. Moreover, a majority of the Egyptian 
people are in favour of closer relations with Arabs. It would be 
undemocratic of President Mubarak to ignore the wadies of the 
majority. 

The Israeli Sag in Cairo, and the Israeli goods entering the 
Egyptian market are questions likely to inhibit future Arab/ 
Egyptian relations. How Egypt will deal with this matter is a 
question which remains to be answered. 


Atlantic strains grow 


Ghana slowly sliding into anarchy

ACCRA — An economic crisis, 
fuel and commodity shortages and 
breakdowns in military discipline 
are the prospects facing Ghana's 
ruler Jerry John Rawlings after 
100 days in power. 

Fit. Lt. Rawlings last December 
seized power in this west African 
state for the second time in 30 
months and called for a social rev- 
olution to transform society. 

The flight-lieutenant handed 
power to President Hilla Limann 
in October 1979, then deposed 
him and strongly denounced cor- 
ruption in the impoverished 
state, once the richest in the reg- 
ion. 

Today in Accra's bars and on 
the street comers the gossip is of 
counter-coups and assassination 
attempts. “The country is slowly 
sliding into anarchy,” a Western 
diplomat said. 

Informed sources said the 34- 
year-old Rawlings, popularly 
known by his initials. “J J.’\ was 


the subject of an assassination plot 
uncovered last month. 

The bearded flight-lieutenant, 
half Scottish by his father, was last 
seen in public wearing what app- 
eared to be a bullet-proof jacket 
and surrounded by bodyguards. 

In Accra there is little to remind 
one of the beady days after ind- 
ependence from Britain in 1957 
when the country under Kwarae 
Nkrumah was the prosperous 
symbol of decoloniaiisation in 
Africa. 


Food and ftael shortage 

There is an acute fuel shortage and 
in central Accra huge lines of cars 
and lorries queue in front of petrol 
stations day and oight in the hope 
of getting their weekly ration. 

Motorists often sleep in their 
cars outside filling stations rather 
than lose their place in the queues. 
Bread, soap, cookingoii, rice, eggs 
and beer are in short supply or 
unavailable in the shops. 

- Banking sources say the Ghana 


currency, the Cedi, has a real mar- 
ket value of about one-tenth its 
official rate. They add that the 
government has very little foreign 
currency to purchase commodities 
abroad. 

Adding to the nation's pro- 
blems are recent breakdowns in 
military discipline in the cities of- 
Kumasi, Takoradi and Tamale in 
which bloodshed led to the dis- 
arming of solidiers. 

Anyone breaking the 10 p.m. to 
five a.m. curfew risks being shot 
by the troops. A central Ghana 
man who was urinating outside bis 
home because he had no toilet was 
shot dead for curfew-breaking. 

There is dissatisfaction among 
the Ghanian middle-class gen- 
erally and many are considering 
leaving the country to work. But 
most workers still believe that 
also known as “Junior 
Jesus," can improve conditions in 
the country. A taxi driver, talking 
in tiie local English dialect, said: 
“Things get worse before get bet- 
ter, boss. You wait small and see.” 


The fligbt-Ueutenant has given 
a voice to the people through tho- 
usands of People's Defence 
Committees (PDC) in factories 
and villages who carry out the, 
fight against corruption. 

But business sources say exc- 
esses by the PDCS, including phy- 
sical attacks on management, are 
wearing then the patience of many 
partly foreign owned companies 
and the foreigners are considering 
pulling out of Ghana. 

They are also disappointed by 
what they see as a tendency of the 
new government to procrast i nate 
before taking decisions needed to 
deal with urget problems.'*' 

Of the procrastination one 
manager said: “It seems it's a 
Ghanaian disease." 

The economy was hit by plu- 
mmeting revenue from its main 
export, cocoa. Official figures 
show inflation now running at 
about 150 per cent a year.

Arabs, wake up! 


AL RA'I: Even the crime of murdering worshippers in A1 Aqsa 
Mosque has been protected by the U.S. veto in the United Nations 
Security Council. The council has completely failed even to issue a 
mere condemnation of the ugly crime which violated one of the 
most sacred shrines for Arabs and Muslims. Yet 14 council mem- 
bers have stressed the ugliness of the crime and the responsibility 
Israel must bear. What happened at the Security Council means 
that the United States protects Israeli acts against any int- 
ernational punishment or condemnation no matter how criminal 
or aggressive these acts are. This outcome should be more than 
enough to make Arabs and Muslims wake up and stop running 
after mirages. 

The hope pinned on the awakening of the U.S. conscience is a 
mirage: as is the resorting to the Security Council. The crystal- 
clear truth which Arabs and Muslims have been ignoring remains 
and calls on them to resort to their conscience and honour and 
step down on all differences without anv prior conditions set. 
After what has taken place, Arabs and Muslims have no alt-

emative but to close ranks and build their strenth. Jordan has time 
and again called for the achievement of this goal. T’e fact is that 
they must measure up to the challenges and confront them by real 
struggle and not by complaining to this side or that party. 

History is full of lessons about victories won by people who 
suffered oppression and crushing defeats which destroyed rel- 
entless oppressors. These lessons, far and near, leave no doubt 
that the only condition, the indispensible prerequisite, for con- 
fronting and defeating the enemy is unity and struggle. 

The way is clear and history lessons are at hand. There is no 
point in building castles in the air, that is if the Arabs are still the 
Arabs who reject oppression, humiliation and submissiveness. 

Condemning the U.S. 


AL DUSTOUR: The United States has used “the veto” at the 
United Nations Security Council to protect Israel against int-

Israel is using U.S. weapons to murder 
old men, women and children and U.S. dollars to build set- 
tlements and displace the Palestinian people.

LONDON — Western European 
political leaders, concerned by ris- 
ing discord with the United States, 
are searching for improved forms 
of dialogue across the Atlantic. At 
the same time, they hope to give 
Europe a stronger, more unified 
voice in dealing with Washington 
on disputed key issues ranging 
from defence to trade relations. 

West Germany has proposed 
more frequent NATO con- 
ferences so that strains can be det- 
ected before they build up. Rome 
favours a new institutionalised 
transatlantic relationship, while 
France seeks to sharpen European 
defence cooperation. 

Many European officials pro- 
fess alarm over what they see as a 
tendency by the Reagan adm- 
inistration to view almost all iss- 
ues, including El Salvador, the 
Middle East, and trade with the 
Soviet bloc in terms of East-West 
Conflict. Washington regards the 
West’s response to martial law in 
Poland as flabby and ragged. 

European initiatives 

The concern has spawned a ser- 
ies of initiatives m the last six 
months, all aimed at streamlining 
the dialogue and strengthening 
Western Europe's hand in dealing 
with Washington: 

— West Germany and Italy have 
joined in proposing a solemn 
"European act” to improve pol- 
itical and security cooperation 
among the 10 nations of the Eur- 
opean Economic Community 
(EEC). 

- Italy has pressed for a "for- 
mal instrument," a friendship pact 
between the EEC and the U.S 
that would provide a basis for bro- 
' ader discussions on East-West 
■ relations, attitudes towards the 
Third World, and economic coo- 
rdination. 

— For the first time in the 25- 
year history of the EEC, Britain 
pushed through a plan for a small 
team of European diplomats to 
work jointly on foreign policy iss- 
ues. The EEC’s main purpose so 
far has been economic coo- 
peration. 

— West German Foreign Min- 
ister IHans-DietricBi Genscher 
has advocated that the 15 NATO 
foreign ministers meet four times 
a year instead of twice, and that 
two of the meetings should be inf- 
ormal. to allow for frank dis- 
cussion. 

— France has canvassed “rev- 
italisation” of the virtually mor- 
ibund 27 -year-old Western Eur- 
opean Union to consider defence 
issues concerning Europe. This 
would mean the creation of a pre- 
ssure group based on Western 
Europe’s main military powers. 

\ Except for the setting up of the 
[small EEC foreign policy unit, all 
| these ideas are still in the melting 
•pot. They are likely to be inc- 
reasingly aired in the run-up to 
two summit meetings planned for 
early June, the annual conference 
of seven major industrialised nat- 
ions at Versailles and a NATO 
heads of government s ummi t in 
Bonn. Government officials have 
.started work on a planned dec- 
laration on Atlantic cooperation 
'to be adopted at the NATO sum- 
mit. but say their ideas are still 
fluid. ^ 

I Reagan’s stand on detente

.1 think the decisions we took a 
month ago were correct and are 
having an effect” 

Dr. Calderon Berti said OPEC 
output had in feet dropped below 
.the reduced ceiling. 

As far as the committee knew 
no members were exceeding their 

mdividuaUy-assigned quotas wit- 
hin the total and some, including 
Libya, Iraq and Ecuador, were 
producing below these levels. 

Market analysts say that Saudi 
Arabia, poised to take yet more oil 
off the market if necessary to def- 
end prices, has let h be known it 
would be reluctant to help out if 
other members “cheat" and exc- 


eed their output quotas. 

Dr. Calderon Berti dismissed 
speculation that some members 
would press to lower the $34 ref- 
erence price for Arab light crude 
at the next scheduled price-fixing 
session in Quito, Ecuador, on May 
20 . 

" We are going to defend it," he 
said. 

Western oil industry executives, 
however, question’ how long 
cash-hungry exporters can con- 
tinue producing at low levels.

Debate continues on U.S. budget deficit 


WASHINGTON (R) — Con- 
gressional and White House neg- 
otiators felled to agree Tuesday 
night on ways of bringing the 1983 
! U.S. budget deficit down to below 
. $100 billion. 

■ Congressional sources said ano- 

■ ther meeting would be held at the 
White House Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. 

.* And, they said, Democrats and 
Republicans planned to discuss 


options — from tax changes to 
spending cots — for cutting the 
deficit during .meetings Wed- 
nesday with their respective par- 
ties in Congress. 

During Tuesday’s session, sou- 
rces said the negotiators agreed 
the deficit would rise to $180 bil- 
lion if no action were taken. They 
set a goal of cutting it to less than 
100 billion. 

Several participants said they 


hoped an accord could be reached 
this week. 

Senate Republican leader 
Howard Baker has said if no agr- 
eement is reached this week, he 
would ask the Senate Budget 
Committee to resume con- 
sideration of its own budget plan. 

President Reagan estimated a 
deficit of $91.5 billion w'hen he 
submined his 1983 budget plans 
to Congress in February.

Pakistan 
to import 
Iranian oil 

ISLAMABAD I R) — Pakistan is to 
import crude ofi from Iran over the 
next year at the rate of 10,000 bar- 
rels a day (b/d), according to Fin- 
ance Minister Ghnlam Ishaq 
Khan. 

The minis ter told reporters that 
the oil import was part of a short- 
term trade agreement between the 
two countries providing for two- 
way trade worth $400-500 million 
over the next 12 months. 

Mr. Khan said the price of the 
Iranian oil would be “adv- 
antageous” to Pakistan, but gave 
no details. 

He also said that during a recent 
visit to Iran be signed a long-term 
trade agreement for an initial per- 
iod of five years, and accords on 
cooperation in oil exploration, shi- 
pping, and railway transport. 


Portugal to present plan 
to help Angola, Mozambique 

LISBON (R) — Portugars secretary of state for foreign affairs, Mr. 
Leonardo Matias. will put forward an ambitious project for the 
economic reconstruction of Angola and Mozambique when he meets 
Edgar Pisani. European Economic Community (EEC) com- 
missioner for development, in Brussels on Thursday. 

Government sources said Mr. Matias. who accompanied President 
. Antonio Ramalho Eanes to Angola last week, would also try to 
persuade the community that an enormous opportunity was offered 
by a new political mood in the two ex-colonies that became staunch 
Soviet allies after their independence from Portugal in 1975. 

Both countries have faced mounting economic problems since 
independence, including severe food shortages. 


Bleak prospects for ear 
EEC farm prices accord 


LUXEMBOURG (R) — Eur- 
opean Economic Coimmunity 
(EEC) agriculture ministers ope- 
ned a three-day session on farm 
prices here Wednesday with little 
sign of early agreement. 

Britain, which is demanding 
rebates on its EEC budget pay- 
ments. has linked any increase in 
prices for the EEC s eight million 
farmers to an accord on refunds on 
its membership bill. 

EEC sources said France and 
several other countries pressing 
for a hefty price increase were 
.expected to urge Britain to soften 
its stand in view of EEC solidarity 
on the Falkland Islands crisis. 

But while expressing gratitude 
for this support. Britain has made 
clear it still feels farm prices are an 
inseparable pan of the budget 
debate because of their heavy cost 
to EEC funds. 

EEC sources said figures sho- 
wing Britain made a small profit 
from EEC membership last year 
could add weight to the demands 
of France and its allies for higher 
farm prices. 

According to estimates here, a 
refund already agreed for Britain 
in 1 98 1 coupled with a sharp drop 
in the cost of farm export subsidies 
because of higher world prices, 
meant Brirain was a marginal net 
beneficiary from the EEC budget 
last vear. 


Bill British officials maintain 
one year of favourable world pri- 
ces for agricultural products does 
not make the budget problem go 
away.

A Snapshot’ of U.S. social and 
economic data of 1980 census 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
government released provisional 
results from the 1980 census sho- 
wing an 18 per cent increase in 
real per capita income for' Ame- 
ricans since . 1970. And, for the 
first time in history, more than half 
the adults in every state had com- 
- pleted four years of high. schooL 

The social and economic data 
from the 1980 census, which cen- 
sus bureau director Bruce Cha- 
pman called a “snapshot of the 
country,” is based on only about 
1 .5 per cent of the total national 
population. The final figures for 
the 10-year census wiD jje based 
on about 20 per cent of the nat- 
ion’s households. 

Hie early figures deal with inc- 
ome, poverty, education, emp- 
loyment and bousing for the nat- 
ion as a whole and for each of the 
SO states, the district of Columbia, 
and the 38 largest cities. 

Releasing the figures April 19, 
Chapman told reporters that 
“we're producing national sample . 
data on our country at an earlier 
time than ever before." 

“The census itself is more com- 
prehensive than any timp hi the 
nation’s history," he said. “We 
have asked more questions than 
ever before, and a cornucopia of 
data is beginning to come forth on 
the various attitudes of the Ame- 
rican population." 

The report confirms major soc- 
ial and economic trends of the past 
decade reported in many census 
surveys, and includes data on 
three subjects collected for the 
first time in a decennial census — 
Catpooling, weeks unemployed, 
and language used at home. 


Here are some of the highlights 
of the findings: 

— While 8.9 per cent of Ame- 
ricans used some form of public 
transportation to get to work in 
1970, only 63 per cent did so in 
1980. Despite rapid increases in 
gasoline prices, the majority of 
U.S. workers — 65 percent —still 
drove to work alone. About 20 per 
cent were members of carpools. 

— The number of occupied tra- 
ilers and mobile homes in the Uni- 
ted States jumped from 2.1 mil- 
lion in 1970 and 700.000 in 1960 
to 3.8 millin g in 1980. This gives 
trailers and mobile homes the fas- 
test growing share of the U.S. bou- 
sing market. 

— On bousing costs, the report 
said median monthly costs for 
homeowners with mortgages rose 
112 per cent from 1970 to 1980. 
horn $172 to 365. Renters saw 
their bousing costs rise by 125 
per cent (for monthly rent and uti- 
lities). 

— As the general population inc- 
reased by 23 million people during 
the last decade, 22.4 million new 
housing units were built to acc- 
ommodate the increased pop- 
ulation. 

— Women are continuing to make 
up a larger share of the civilian 
work force in the United States. 
The provisional figures showed a 
46 percent increase in the number 
of women in the labour force 
compared to a 29 per cent increase 
in the number of male workers 


during the 1970's. 

— While the number of family 
households increased 15.7 per 
cent between 1970 and 1980, 
Non-family households - per- 
sons living alone or with oon- 
relatives —went up 71.9 percent. 
The growth in non-family hou- 
seholds reflects, in part, increased 
levels of separation and divorce 
and the postponement of mar- 
riages by many young adults. 
Non-family households made up 
26.7 per cent of all households in 
1980. 


— The 1980 census is the first in 
history to show that more than 
half of Americans 25 years and 
over of every state have com- 
pleted at least four years of high 
school. For the nation as a whole, 
two-thirds of the adults were high 
school graduates in 1980 and 17 
per cent had completed four or 
more years of college. 

— U.S. median household income 
in 1979 was $16,830, an increase 


of nearly 100 per cent over the 
1969 amount. But after adj- 
ustment for inflation, there was no 
significant change in real median 
household income. However, real 
per capita income grew more than 
1 8 per cent during this period bec- 
ause of the declining size of the 
average household. 

— In 1980. one out of every ten 
persons five years old and over 
spoke a language other than Eng- 
lish at home. Forty-eight per cent 
of these indicated Spanish as the 
language spoken. 

— The foreign-born population of 
the United States increased by 4.3 
millio n during the last decade, to 
14 million. The percentage of the 
U.S. population that was foreign 
born rose form 4.7 per cent to 6.2 
per cent. 

— About 3 S.7 per cent of the 
1 1 6.5 million persons in the lab- 
our force were unemployed for 
one week or more during 1979.

Millionaire rescued from gunman 

EDMONTON, Alberta — Millionaire Canadian businessman Peter 
Pocklington, owner of three sports teams, was rescued Tuesday night 
after being held hostage by a gunman in his home for almost 12 hours.

Police said Mr. Pocklington did not appear to have been seriously 
wounded. 

The gunman was not immediately Identified. 

Police sakl Mr. Pocklington ’s wife Eva had shown them a secret 
entrance to the house and four officers spent several hours inside 
before freeing the 40-year-old mflli nnahne, best known as the owner of 
the Edmonton Oilers, a glamour dub in the North American national 
hockey league. 

Police said the gunman might have been planning to abduct Mrs. 
Pocklington but she managed to escape. 

The gunman, also carrying a kinfe, broke into Mr. Pockfingtou’s 
suburban house here Tuesday morning and bound and gagged him, 
together with a babysitter and a cleaning woman, police said.

MUNICH (R) — Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt's Social Dem-

If cards had glass backs, 
three no trump would be an 
easy contract. Just bang out. 
the ace and king of diamonds, 
dropping the queen, and 
claim at least ten tricks.. 
Even though few of us are 
blessed with that sort of in- 
tuition. an expert card 
.technician should still bring 
home his no trump game. 

South’s overcall showed 
the equivalent of a one no 
trump opening bid. North's 
raise Was rather aggressive, 
but we might have taken the 
I same action because of the 
good five-card suit and sup- 
porting card in spades. 

West led a low spade. East 
captured the jack with the 
ace and returned the suit. 
Declarer won the queen, and 
it now seems right to go after 
the diamonds. But careful 


analysis shows that that 
would be an error. 

For his opening bid. East 
surely has the ace of clubs. If 
he has only a five-card spdde 
suit, he quite likely will also 
have the queen of diamoads. ! 
But if East has six spades, it 
is possible that w est, who 
would then have only three 
spades, might have the red 
lady. 

Declarer cannot afford to 1 
give up the lead twice to 
East, for then the spade suit : 
will be established and cash- ! 
able before declarer has his ' 
nine tricks. Therefore, j 
declarer must first attack 
East's sure entry — the ace of 
clubs. 

Correct technique at trick 
three is to lay down the king 
of clubs. If East refuses to 
win. declarer abandons clubs 
and concedes a trick to the 
queen of diamonds immedi- 
ately. He now has nine 
tricks — two spades, two 
hearts, four diamonds and a 
club. Therefore, East must 
win the ace of clubs and 
return a spade, eliminating 
declarer’s last stopper. 

But now the queen of clubs 
is an entry to dummy. 
Declarer crosses to it and 
leads a low diamond to the 
nine. If the finesse wins, the 
-contract sails home unless 
East has four diamonds. If it 
loses, declarer hopes that 
West is out of spades. But 
when declarer crosses to the 
club queen the jack falls, and 
now declarer has nine tricks 
by running clubs even if he 
makes only two diamonds.

Madrid asks

A foreign ministry spokesman 
said Mr. Rabin had asked to come 
to Spain next Sunday but was told 
this was not a good moment lor a 
visit. 

“It was not clear whether it was 
to be a private visit or to speak to 
the Jewish community and we dec- 
ided with the situation in the Sinai 
and recent attacks on Israeli off- 
icials in Europe it would be better 
if he put the trip off.” he said.

PEKING (R) — Pakistani For- 
eign Minister Sahibzadah Yaqub 
Khan arrived in Peking Wed- 
nesday where he was met by Chi- 
nese Vice-Premier Huang Hua. 

Mr.- Yaqub Khan, who arrived 
from Canton, is expepted to hold 
talks with Communist Party 
Vice-Chairman Deng Xiaoping 
and Premier Zhao Ziyang as well 
as with Mr. Huang, who is also 
China's foreign minister. 


ISLAMABAD (R) — An Afghan 
guerrilla group has killed a senior 
Soviet adviser it was holding cap- 
tive because Moscow failed to 
meet a demand to swap him with 
50 of its supporters held by the 
Soviet-backed Afghan gov- 
ernment, a spokesman of the 
group said Wednesday. 

Mohammad Yaqub Sharafat, 
information secretary of the 
Pakistan-based Hezbe Islami 
(Unus Khalis group), told Reuters 
the prisoner. E.R. Okrimyuk, was 
kidnapped from the centre of the 
Afghan capital Kabul on Sept. 14. 

He was shot about a month ago 
in Afghanistan, the spokesman 
said. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from the Soviet embassy, in 
Islamabad or the P akistani For- 
eign Ministry on the claim of the 
Afghan group which is based in 
Peshawar, capital of Pakistan's 
North West Frontier Province 
bordering Af ghanis tan. 

Mr. Sharafat. who spoke to 
Reuters from Peshawar, refused 
to say where in Afghanistan the 
Soviet official was shot. 

“The Russians will bomb the 
place if we reveal it,” he said. 

“We offered several times to 
free him in exchange for 50 of our 
men but the Russians did not res- 
pond positively,'' he added.

He said his group gave enough 
time to the Soviets to exchange 
their man with the Afghan pri- 
soners. “But the Russians proved 
that they are not interested in the 
lives of their own men,” he added. 

Mr. Sharafat would not say 
whether his group was holding any 
other Russians as prisoners in 
Afghanistan where there are an 
estimated 85,000 Soviet troops. 

The ICRC said last October it 
was seeking to have several Rus- 
sians captured by Afghan ins- 
urgents transferred to an int- 
ernment camp in a third country 
so that it could visit them. 


Poet Macleish 
dies at 90 


BOSTON (R) — Influential 
American poet Archibald Mac-* 
Ieish, 90, died here Tuesday nig ht, 
a hospital spokesman said. 

He was recognised as a major 
figure in American letters and 
won two Pulitzer prizes, the lea- 
ding literary honour in the United 
States. 

Macleish graduated from Har- 
vard University in 1919 with a law 
degree but practised the pro- 
fession for only three years. 

He lived in Europe, mostly Fra- 
nce, during the 1920s and ret- 
urned to the United States in the 
following decade.

LONDON (R) — Police armed 
with truncheons fought a street 
battle with 200 youths who ram- 
paged last night in the London 
suburb of Notting Hill Gate. 

Police said 30 people were arr- 
ested and two policemen hurt in 
the riots which started when the 
mainly black youths overturned 
cars, smashed windows and began 
to make petrol bombs. 

The disturbances began after 
police stopped a man and woman 
thought to be in possession of 
dangerous drugs. A crowd soon 
gathered which managed to free 
the two who ran away. 

Once calm was restored to the 
area, police patrolled the streets 
wearing anti-riot helmets and 
face -shields. 

' Last April more than 200 peo- 
ple, mostly policemen, were inj- 
ured in three nights of rioting in 
the multi-racial London suburb of 
Brixtofi. 

Notting Hill Gate was the scene 
of major race riots in the summer 
of 1958 wheo about 2,000 youths 
took to the streets, breaking the 
windows of houses occupied by 
coloured people.

Falklands- bound naval task force, 
carrying tanks, fighter aircraft am] 

3.000 troops, has begun arriving 
at this mid- Atlantic island. 

Residents said the Canberra, g 
cruise liner hastily converted into 
a troopship and now carrying 

2.000 British soldiers, and the 
Elk, a chartered cargo vessel tra- 
nsporting tanks and Harrier air- 
craft, anchored about one mile 
offshore early Tuesday. 

The 1 1.060 ton assault ship foa. 
rless, with 1,000 marines on 
board, also reached this remote 
volcanic island Tuesday, fol- 
lowed by the Dutch-registered tug 
Typhoon, chartered by the British 
navy, and several landing craft. 

Shore leave has been banned. 
Helicopters and lighters taking 
supplies and personnel to the ships 
provide their only contact with tfe 
British-owned island, whose 
1,200 population has been swo- 
llen by hundreds of British troops 
since the start of the Falklands cri- 
sis. 

The last vessel of the first wave 
of the force, which included two 
aircraft carriers, left here last Thu- 
rsday. 

Ascension Island, 3.500 miles 
from the Falkland Islands, has 
become a vital supply base for the 
British force, which is sailing south 
to back Britain's diplomatic eff- 
orts to regain control of its South 
Atlantic colony from Argentina. 

Residents say firing is fre- 
quently heard from parts of the 
island put of bounds to civilians 
and turned into training areas for 
the troops, practising. . for a pos- 
sible battle to re-take the Fal- 
klands, seized by Argentine no- 
ops on April 2. 

Residents said the atmosphere 
remains calm despite the mflfcuy 
influx. Besides the training areas, 
the island's airport, leased to die 
United States but taken back on 
an emergency basis by the British' 
military, is closed to civilians.
